But It 
may be prortfeblo still to tamper that 
foremost thought with some recognition, 
that you have already been In life all tho 
days you have been here, This unlyer- 
Bity Is not a patent Incubator, holding 
the chill of the world aloof by artificial 
warmth. Much more than was the caso 
In the old-time colleges you have boon 
schooled in real problems and real rlsKS. 
This is no Indicator and you are no 
chickens. The world you are entering 
will prove surprisingly like the world 
you have been in. Most of you further- 
more are likely to be, In the days to 
come, just about what you have been 
In tho davs spent here. Your characters 
are long since pretty thoroughly set; In 
substance of being you -will not change 
much, and, except, 
for 
an occasional 
miracle 
cf 
conversion, 
your 
coming 
fate will depend upon the way each one 
of you adjusts this today existing mech- 
anism of self to tho material of your 
several environments, and 
puts that 
mechanism into usa by grace of will. 
That you become and achieve In the 
first few years will appear to be largely 
matter of chance; after a decade it win 
begin to assume order as a neutral ana 
automatic output of character; most of 
It will be in fearfully rigid accord with 
what you have been and done here; and 
at the end, when the account is mada 
up, it will all prove "true to saad"—it 
can all be explained in terms 
of your 
past. There are few among your friends 
who have sufficient insight into char- 
acter and its ingredients to foretell to- 
day what anyone of you will become, 
but at tha end there- will be few who 
havo known your youth who -will not be 
able to connect your success or failure 
with that which you are now. 
Who can 
read the pattern which the shuttls is 
Cashing through the 
woof? But who 
sannot unweave 
carpet's 
threads, and 
sxploln the finished texture? 


REAPING RESULTS. 


As you sow, sooshall you reap. If this 
were "merely a maxim of fate, there were 
no need of my wasting words today. We 
should merely wait for tho shuttle to 
flash Its way on, till the inevitable pat- 
tern emerged. But It Is because of the 
pronoun that I yet have license and 
hope to speak; for the words read: as 
you sow, so shall you reap. It Is by 
grace of the pronoun, and there is verge 
and scope for faith, and it is the deep 
mystery of the human will and what it, 
out of old material, can 
create 
anew, 
which draws the veil before tha prophet's 
eyes, and forbids him to sea what the 
biographer later can read like an open 
book. 
As you sow, so shall you reap. It has 
been so, In. a small way, since you have 
been here. It will be so in ever Increas- 
ing clearness and 
in 
over 
enlarging 
measure, as your lives mature. 
All that you will ever really be, -and 
ill that you will ever really possess, will 
be what you have actually worked for 
—will be -what you have actually earned. 
Getting Is not 
possessing.' The 
only 
way 
toward 
possessing and 
owning, 
whether it be owning ^oods or owning 
one's self, is the old-fashioned 
king's 
highway of earning by. hard work. All 
ths by-paths and short-cuts mean one 
of two things, either failure or fraud. 
If you fall, you do not get; but, if you 
get and do not own, as you cannot if 
you do not earn, all your, accumulations 
of goods and titles and station are so 
much 
paraphernalia 
and 
impediment. 
You can use them for tho make-up of 
. a part, but you cannot wear them; you 
can make yourself with them an actor 
and a fakir, but you cannot like the life. 
Everybody knows that it Is of first im- 
portance for a man to be genuine; but 


'• yo-j. cannot be genuine. If you seek re- 
sults by arbitrary means, that is by 
means which do not natural!5' and pro 
ierty produce tho results. You cannot be 
Pennine, unloaa you pay the prlca for

unless you earn. 


SHAM ABHORRED. 


I suppose it would be hard to find any- 
where within the limits of this land a 
group of young folks as large as this.in 
which there 
is a. more thoroughgoing 
and instructive aohorrence for sham and 
for all that makes toward sha-m; but I 
wonder if you are all aware how wide 
are the ramifactions of sham, and .how 
covertly and Ipsiauously 
that • disease 
v/htch I may call the disease of arbitrary 
devices eats its way into the life-plans 
of men. . At 'the risk of rehearsing com- 
monplaces, I shall speak of some plain 
everyday things, in the- hope that they 
may take their place In a light that is 
not for all of you quite commonplace. 
Have you ever heard of anyone trying 
to obtain an appointment • to West Point 
via the circumstance that his uncle was 
a friend and ardent supporter of the 
-congressman. from 
his 
district? His 
uncle's ardor for the congressman had 
nothing to do -with military affairs, nor 
with the young man's fltness for the 
exercise thereof; the connection of that, 
ardor with his ambition for an appoint- 
ment was therefore an entirely arbitrary 
one. He might afterwards prove worthy 
of the place, but so far as the data be- 
fore us are concerned ha -was- trying to 
obtain something of value by violent and 
arourary means instead of earning it: 
tVriting a cheque and signing it is the 
natural way of getting money from a 
bank; breaking open the safe door Is 
the arbitrary way. 
Have you ever hea-rd of anyone who 
asserted above all his fellow citizens a 
claim to the postoffice of his town, not 
on the ground of any particular train- 
ing or interest In such, things as the 
transportation and distribution, of .mall, 
nor yet on the ground of any notable 
business ability, but on some such ground 
as that ha had guessed correctly con- 
cerning the result of the last primary 
elections? Or, he may 
claim 
correct 
views on the wool schedule, or at least 
connection by marriage with some one 
who holds such views, or he may have 
been the tallest man in his regiment— 
before Troy, or he may have a flna 
voice for campaign songs—or some other 
utter' incommensurable! 


TAKING MONEY. 


It is in the first place a project for 
taking money from the public without 
any apparent solicitude to give the pub- 
lic an equivalent; but, worse than that, 
It is a proposition to join together things 
that have no rational connection, and 
so is part of a larger proposition to 
build human society on untruth. 
This, 
in the last analysts, is the real .sin of 
war; and the annulment of this proposi- 
tion is the real 
issue 
of peace among 
men. The peace toward which the hearts 
of all the nations yearn must come by 
the substitution in human society of 
reason for the irrational and the arbi- 
trary. Peace Is order, war is tho whirl- 
wind. In war you seize or are despoiled; 
in peace you earn. 
_ 


But you say: All -.the- world Is organ^' 
ized on this basis of influence and push 
and pull, and, if I do not confirm thereto 
and use the -world as I find it, I shall 
live In an unreal world, shall bo labeled 
as Impractical and ' shall 
not succeed. 
These are the usual suggestions of the 
adversary of soula. They are not true. 
Just in so far as you lean on crutches 
at a time when you ought to be gaining 
strength by standing' up an your feet 
you will incur inevitable softening of the 
moral muscle-fibre. Society Is full of 
men who, from the-passion for crutches, 
haven't any 
legs 
at all. This is the 
reason why so many men wait to. ba 
taken, whether physically or spiritually, 
to the polls in 
carriages. This Is the 
reason -why so many men who o.ught to 
be using their own judgment and doing 
^tarhteousnejis, 
spend 
their 
moral 
strength In repaying favors. This fs the 
reason why free citizens are .herded in 
pens by bosses and bandits. This is the 
reason, why freemen let themselves be 
bound through the craft of demagogues 
In ' the slave-chains of their own preju- 
dices. It all begins when the young man 
Is tempted to lean on artificial devices 
Instead of just naturally standing up in 
his own strength. 


Tou will be advised ind urged to join 
all sorts of fraternal societies, not, alone 
or chiefly for the entirely proper pur- 
nose of friendly association primarily in- 
ierent In these bodies, but with the 
canny and sordid 
-purpose 
of getting 
business or practice, of being shielded 
from criticism, 
or of being 
advanced 
politically. 
" 


EVEN IN CHURCH. 


Tou will even hear the sacred relation 
of church membership proposed for like 
base use by such as bring the tables of 
the money-changers 
Into the 
temple- 
court. 


All these things are feeble and en- 
feebling indirections; they are proposals 
to escape the toil and risk of earning; 
they are unworthy of men and women 
who are challenged by opportunity to 
make their one life-chance productive to 
the full by unfolding it out of itself In 
utter genuineness. If all the time and 
strength which young candidates for Ufa 
spend in 
marking 
time 
and .in going 
northwest and northeast to get north 
should be put Into straightforward .val- 
iant trudging 
due 
north on the hard 
road toward the star, there would be 
more arrivals. The way to succeed at 
the law is to work at law and not go 
into politics to make acquaintances. I 
have seen too many men lose all zest 
for the real, work of earning success, by 
absorption in the unreal motions of ca- 
joling 
success, 
and 
gambling 
for it. 
Sudden successes we distrust, for they 
are np': safe and normal products of a 
past. Tou are climbing over ice, and 
we would rather see you chop each step 
deep and square, so that standing, upon 
it you may have sure vantage to cut the 
next. 


And now you go forth all into the 
same world, but it will be as many 
worlds, as you are many. 
Each will 
make his own. What each brings to it, 
that it will be. In answer to smiles it 
-will yield joy, to. the open eye it will 
yield knowledge, to worth It will yield 
treasure. You may own of It just as 
much as by use and understanding you 
can earn. It is a world of stones, but 
with the Midas-touch of merit you can 
transmute it into the gold of a contented 
and useful 
life. Go forth 
Into 
world; go forth and earn.

Self-government of 


Women Discussed in 


President's Speech 


"Self Government qf College Women" 


was the vital and timely subject treated 
by Miss Kose Gardner, president of the 
Associated Women Students and mem- 
ber of the senior class, at the commence- 
ment exercises in 
the 
Hearst 
Greek 


Theater this morning. 
Much progress 


has • been made during the past year In 
the management of their own affairs by 
the woman students and Miss Gardner 
has been active in all their self-govern- 
ment plans. Her address was as follows: 


Constitutionally, the University of Cali- 
fornia has been co-educational from the 
beginning, but it was not until 1870 thnt 
a woman -was in attendance. The women 
who first enrolled were mature of age, 
serious of- purpose and single of aim. 
Their increase in numbers was gradual, 
and they were .united in no formal ov- 
ganlzation, for, in pursuits purely aca- 
demic they felt the need of "none, but as 
time went on and the number of women 
increased, the scope of their activities 
correspondingly widened and their col- 
lege life came to 
contain social 
and 
athletic Interests, as 
well as intellec- 
tual. 
Finally, In 1894, organization was ef- 
fected—an ' organization Intended to In- 
clude "all the Interests of the women." 
But the deepest interest and the ques- 
tion of gravest importance in the 
life 
of the women still lay, as did that of 
the men, in the hands ot the faculty— 
the question of their control, their disci- 
pline. 
In 1906 the faculty entrusted to 
undergraduates the power of "self-govern- 
ment and, theoretically, this has existed 
since then for the entire student body. 
I say theoretically, because practically 
the men alone .handled 
the 
reins of 
student government. 
The wo'inen'3 af- 
fairs, when necessity for discipline arose, 
Were administered by the office of (.he 
dean of women or by the faculty com- 
mittee on students' affairs. 
But the en- 
rollment of women had 
in thirty-five 
years 
increased 
from 
one 
to 
one 
thousand, . and Inevitable difference.*! In 
personalities, in interests and in social 
status had 
become 
so 
distinct that 
totally unlike standards 
of Ideas 
and 
ideals now existed side by side. Collets 
life Is home 
life 
transplanted 
to a 
campus, and In each the necessity for 
discipline is inevitable. 
The 
question 
that has become. moro and more in- 
sistent during the past few years lo this: 
Shall the organization 
of 
women 
be 
purely social, and matters of discipline 
rest exclusively' with the faculty? 
Or 
shall the women undertake the responsi- 
bility of solving for themselves problems 
of right and wrong, and of determining 
the appropriate action In each case? 


QUESTION ' ANSWERED. 


In the fall of 1910 the question was 
a keener sense of honor. Entrusted with 
graduate students affairs committee was 
established. 
A single year 
of activity 
and of unfailing student 
support 
has 


fully justified its existence. Already tfie 
consequences have extended farther than 
the concrete cases In which'" discipline 
was a necessity. 
From the 
fact 
that 
selfVgovernment of the women exists not 
merely In name but In actual realization 
have produced results sub-conscious but 
Indelible. / 
First' of all, there has been awakened 
a keener sense of honor.. Entrsted with 
their own control, the response of the 
women has been immediate and earnest. 
College honor is no longer a word,' clad 
In shadowy academic power, but a sub- 
stantiality. With the assumption of , re- 
sponsibility came a clearer vision of the 
standard and slncerer effort to preserve 
that standard unsullied. 
Then, in a direction entirely different 
from that pursued In the class room, the 
women have begun to think. Academic 
authority is blindly accepted 
and 
its 
source . unquestioned, but in establishing 
a committee of themselves with whose 
decisions they must comply, the women 
have weighed both sides of the situa- 
tion and their conclusion is the result 
of careful judgment. . They have been 
jolted into a realization of -what student 
government 
means, 
and 
they have 
thought .It out sanely and with the logic 
of complete 
understanding. 
It is the 
awakening of the faculty for civic think- 
ing and the creation in every individual 
of this personal obligation towards the 
public good that is making of the -women, 
good citizens of the college community. 
Nor can they lay aside this Interest in 
current affairs and this 
responsibility 
for the common welfare on leaving col- 
lege, for good citizenship on the campus 
means good citizenship In the state. 


FEEL CAPABLE. 


Finally, the fact that the women have 
feet themselves capable of assuming the 
responsibilities of 
student 
government 
has invested their whole existence on 
the campus with a dignity and it has 
developed in the seniors especially the 
maturity that makes of the college girl 
the college woman—a 
maturity 
and a 
balance and a sincerity of purpose to 
round her academic and social life into a 
fuller womanhood. 
In an 'Institution that Is' co-educational 
the existence of the -women offers a great 
many difficultly. . Perplexing 
as these 
are to meet 
and'- unfortunate 
as the 
materialization of possibilities would be, 
it is from the solution of these problems 
..that tha clearer sense of honor and the 
keener intelect 
the 
better 
citizenship 
and the maturer dignity have resulted. 
I have shown that these effects of actual 
self-government upon the lives of the 
women have been so far-reaching that 
they must extend beyond the four years 
of college into the larger 
life of the 
state, and so, though the necessity for 
the activity of the committee arises in 
partly In what have been called "the at- 
tendant evils of co-education," 
its ex- 
istence is, for co-education, an argument 
and a justification.

"WASHINGTON, May 17.—The recip- 


rocity agreement with Canada "was char- 
acterized as a "cowardly abandonment 
of a grave duty" in a speech delivered 
ki tho senate today by Senator C. I. 
Crawford of South Dakota. 
Mr. Crawford spoke for several hours 
in opposition, to- the agreement. 
He 
charged that not only would , It fall to 
•remote the general welfare, but It would 
.o irreparable harm to agriculture. 
The 
president's contention that It would re- 
duce the cost of living he would not ac- 
cept. 
"The proposed law," Mr. Crawford 
said, "is a declaration that we Intend no 
longer to depend on the cultivation of 
our own soil and the Industry of the 
American, farmers for our food supplies 
and that agriculture In the United States 
Is no longer to hold itg imperial place at 
the head of our great industries, but It 
henceforth to be treated as a pursuit of 
lesser importance among American peo- 
)le because from this time we shall look 
.teyond these American farms .into for- 
eign lands and we shall invite the whole 
world, on even terms to compete with 
tho American farmer in his own market 
place." 
Asserting: that certain principal bene- 
ficiaries under the bill would be trusts.

Crawford mentione'd many of 
them, among- them the linseed oil, the 
brewing, 
distilling, the beef

Charging1 one great purpose of the bill 
to be to put news print pulp and wood 
pulp on the free list Mr. Crawford asked 
why this was so.

"Simply because the great newspapers 
and the great magazines. of the XTrttted 
States—as a special class, aggressively 
organized for the purpose' demand it 
and propose to get It-'as a special privi- 
lege."

This is for depreciation in 
value, due to--deterioration ^ pliant, 


and according to a recent Supreme 
Court decision in the Knoxville casn 
is to be considered by the rate fixing 
body in establishing the compensation 
to be received by the company. 


This depreciation, it is alleged, is 


already included in part at least in 
the items for which the city allows 
a return to the company, and an al- 
lowance for the item as it stands 
would result, it is said,, in the cotl-, 
suiners pa.ying- twice for the same 
portion of the plant. Over and above*' 
the interest, the city has allowed the 
company the cost of substituting new 
for

meeting the cost of depreciation in 
this portion of the plant within the 
city.

Four years ago, when the Peoples 


Water company took over'.the plant 
$5,600,000

bonds, upon which capital1 the corn-" 
pany asked an adequate return. 
The 


question .in rate-fixing of the actual 
value in money involved in the^plant 
must bs carefully Considered by- the 
rate-flxing body, as at the present 
time the bonds certified out by the 
company total more than $15,500,000, 
or' about three times those of four 
years ago. It is perhaps significant 
in this regard, that in.the same period 
the company has Increased its actual 
water brought Into the city by only 
1,500,000 gallons a day more .than 
at that time, making an actual in- 
crease in service of but ten per cent, 
while it has to face three times the 
monetary obligation. 


By the Supreme Court decision, it 


was held tliat four and. one-half per 
cent must be considered as a fair re- 
turix-upori investment, bnt this is up- 
on actual investment, and concerning 
the 
actual' investment, 
the 
city, 


through its experts, has comprehen- 
sive data. 
In establishing the sum 


of $529,000.00 as an adequate return, 
on the investment under the Pendle- 
ton-Titus agreement of 1908, the city 
administration, to establish a prece- 
dent of the utmost fairness, used six 
per cent as its basis of compensation 
for the. company, rather than four 
and one-half. 


CITY'S POSITION STRATEGIC. 


The counsel for the city maintain 


that the city has adhered to the let- 
ter and the. spirit of the agreement, 
a.ncl that as a consequence, the city 
is in a' strategic position to decide 
freely whether it will demand that the 
company keep Its part of the contract. 
It is alleged that the company has not 
been so strict on its side in observing 
the exact conditions- in all 
minor 


points, and that the city has just 
cause for complaint in that nothing 
has been, done toward the construc- 
tion of tKe, dam to collect the waters 
from the San Pablo water shed, which 
was to furnish the city 8,000,000 gal- 
lons of pure water a 'day, and which 
was stipulated in the Pendleton-Titus 
agreement.'

The result of the bond election'is a gratifying .note of progress. 


Speaking in round numbers the vote was about three to one-., in 
favor of all three propositions. ' The high school bonds received, 
' as -was deserved, the highest vote and the auditorium the second. 
In contrast to the favor shown .in' all other -bond elections, the 
grammar school bonds polled the lightest vote and met the largest 
vote in opposition. Nevertheless, the affirmative vote was so large 
as to fairly swamp the opposition. 


All's well that ends well. Oakland will now be provided with 


an auditorium and school facilities second to none in the country. 
A splendid building and adequate 'equipment will be provided for 
the Polytechnic high school. 
Gratulation over this • result has in 


it no element of alloy. 
* 


Frankly, THE TRIBUNE was not enthusiastically in favor of 


the grammar school bonds because it deemed the amount asked, 
for larger than existing conditions warranted, in view of the recent 
change in the tax laws and the .present rate of municipal taxation. 
In our opinion the estimates could have been materially reduced 
without impairipg the efficiency of the school department. 


But the need for additional school room and new school build- 


ings to accommodate the growing necessities of hitherto sparsely 
settled districts was acute and the voter was confronted with the 
alternative of voting .for all or none. 


Hence objection to details -contented" itself with criticism and 


did not take the form of active opposition—for which we can con- 
gratulate ourselves. Not only .would the defeat of the bonds have 
impaired the efficiency of the grammar schools, but would have 
advertised Oakland unfavorably abroad. And perhaps in the end 
the amount voted will prove justified and will not embarrass the 
city financially. 


No fault can be found with the amount voted for the -high 


schools. The bulk of it goes to the Manual Training and Com- 
mercial high school, which is one of the most useful institutions 
in the city and which has received niggardly treatment in the past. 
Two-thirds of the moiety goes to the Fremont high school in the 
annexed district, the school needs of which are an accrued moral 
obligation dating from the annexation election. 


It was an -entirely different proposition with the auditorium 


bonds. The money expended on the auditorium will 'bring financial 
returns to the whole city. It will be a paying investment. In 
short, the auditorium is a collective business enterprise which will 
contribute to the general welfare in various ways arid bring direct 
returns to the taxpayers. 
The vote the auditorium bonds received 


shows how clearly the public appreciated -the situation. The per- 
ception displayed in this particular is one of the most gratifying 
features of the bond election. It is an evidence at once of public 
spirit and understanding. 


Oakland is still in the highway of progress and still going 


ahead. The citizens have done their duty, it now rests with the 
newly elected officials to do theirs. 
The people have endorsed 


their plans and voted the money, it is now up to the officials to 
produce results. 
Hope deferred maketh the heart sick, and the 


progressive movement will be discouraged by procrastination arid 
unnecessary delays. 


Legis/afing From the Bench. 


The Federal Supreme Court is accused of giying the law^to. 


the North and the nigger to the South in the Standard Oil decision. 
By stating that restraint of trade must be unreasonable before it is, 
unlawful, the court has laid itself under the imputation of declar^- 
ing that there may be reasonable and lawful restraints of trade and 
likewise monopolies that arc reasonable and lawful. 


That the court is right from a common sense point of'view is 


indisputable, but by asserting it in a judicial decision upholding the 
provisions of a particular statute, to-wit, the so-called Serman anti- 
trust act, it has provoked the charge that it has read into a law a. 
word that is not there. That it has done so cannot be' successfully 
deniccly but in giving its implied existence life and form the court 
merely expressed a differentiation that is of common knowledge 
and absolutely necessary in passing tipon culpability and questions 
of public policy. 


The evil of the declaration,, if there ;be evil, is that the court 


has amended by judicial action a statute of Congress. The courts 
are not vested with the power to make or unmake laws, but they 
are compelled by the very functions which they exercise to con- 
strue laws in the light of reason and public policy; sometimes ex- 
pediency of a grave character influences both the tenor and scope 
of judicial decisions. 


The first section of the. Sherman law merely states-an old com- 


mon law principle, namely, that all restraints in trade are illegal. 
It follows that all monopolies are unlawful. 
Yet we know that 


restraints of, or in, trade are inevitable, and are necessarily a part 
of the competitive system, contradictory as it may' seem. 
There 


are monopolies which are both unavoidable and benevolent. They 
are incidentally in restraint of trade for they prevent competition, 
which is in some instances destructive and contrary to the public 
welfare. 


Probably the Supreme Court had such distinctions in mind 


when it predicated the validity of the Sherman act on a reasonable 
interpretation of its provisions as applied to each particular case. 
This distinction permits courts to determine what the facts in each 
case show and to differentiate in the application of the law. 


It is evident that the distinction was 'drawn in the.interests, of 


financial and industrial stability, the common weal in fact, but 
nevertheless, the court is being vigorously assailed (for giving a con- 
struction to the law that implies the existence of a word that'1 is 
missing from the statute. It is to be observed, -however, that the 
Lpudest of the court's critics were but yesterday clamoring for lati- 
swdinarian construction of laws, particularly in criminal cases. They 
want the strict letter of the.law ignored when they desire particular 
ends achieved, but they are sticklers for the letter'of the law when 
it fits in with their views. It is largely a matter of .temperament 
a n d point o f view. 
_ . - . - • 


We are convinced that the court was .prompted b.y a sincere 


and high-minded desire to prevent a-financial confusion that threat- 
ened panic in Drawing the distinction it did, and that motives of 
justice and wisdom dictated the tenor of the decision. 
However, 


we are free to state that we regard with misgiving the assumption 
of legislative powers by the judiciary. It is not a practice to be. 
encouraged. 
In several notable instances in the ..past legislation 


in the guise of judicial decisions -has proved 'beneficial, if not abso- 
lutely necessary, but in other instances it has not worked so well. 
In subsequent decisions matter read into the law -has either foeen 
judicially repudiated or been cured by legislation. President Roose- 
\-elt vainly asked Congress to remedy the defect th"e Supreme Court 
endeavored to remedy,; and President Taft renewed : the recom- 
mendation without success.

In the matter of increased pensions President Roosevelt di'd 


by executive order what Congress refused to do, and the Supreme 
Court seems to have followed his example. 
But the failure of 


.Congress to do its duty does not justify the exercise of unconsti-' 
tutiona! powers by either the executive or the judiciary.

Convince the Women First. 


In the clubwomen's convention, now in session at Long Beach, 


a resolution was adopted favoring suffrage.'for women. It was a 
case of the Dutch taking'' Holland, for the agitation in behalf of 
women suffrage is mainly confined to the women's clubs. A very- 
large proportion of the men take little or no interest in the mat- 
ter, and a still larger proportion of women treat the whole subject 
with placid unconcern... The significant feature of the passage of 
the equal suffrage resolution in the Long Beach convention was 
that it met vigorous'opposition, and when the question was put to 
a vote many of'the delegates' remained silent-—did' not express 
themselves at all. It is fair, under .-the circumstances,-to conclude 
that all who declined to-vote are either opposed to women suffrage 
or are indifferent in regard to the ballot. 


Herein is presented the weakness of the campaign for women 


suffrage. A small minority of women, who are concededly intelli- 
gent and energetic, are enthusiastically (and vociferously) in favor 
of the proposition, but they are unable to overcome the indifference 
or inertia of their sisters. They meet with more success in mis- 
sioriizing the men, which is natural. But they are unable to enlist 
the interest of a vast majority of the women who are engaged in 
taking care of their homes, clothing their children and making both 
ends meet in the domestic establishment. Not a few women who 
say they favor equal suffrage manifest no desire for the ballot and 
give small heed to the movement which is intended to invest them 
with the- duties and responsibilities of citizenship. 


Here is the chief obstacle to women suffrage. 
A^gain and 


again THE TRIBUJINE has stated that it is in favor of giving 
women the ballot whenever .a majority of them desire it. More- 
over, we have repeatedly? expressed the opinion that women can 
get the ballot whenever they, as a body, demand it. The fact is, 
that only a small minority demand 'it.' An enormous ma'jority do 
not give serious consideration to the subject "whatever they may 
say at tea tables'and church sewing circles. 
O'h yes, they think 


women ought to have the ballot,, but they do not want it them- 
selves and do not care to qualify themselves for its exercise. They 
do not see why they should not be. allowed to vote when paupers 
and ignorant foreigners are permitted to do so, but their feeling is 
more of gentle aggravation at a discrimination than an actual de- 
sire for the suffrage. 
• 
. 


If the suffragists really wish -to achieve success in their under- 


taking they will interest and convince the women -before attacking 
the men. The men can be had any time the women want them. 
It is because women want^something else more than the ballot that 
the equal suffrage movement usually halts at a certain point. It is 
a discussion of the few and not a .movement of the many. In many 
cases it is a fad or a mere fancy. .Virjienever the suffrage propaganda 
is-xarried vigorously into the home all over the land women will be 
given the ballot—for the sake of domestic peace if, nothing else. 
Kisses and tears at home will have a hundred times more effect 
than resolutions^ adopted in gatherings of clubwomen. 


If the suffragists are wise they will inaugurate a domestic 


insurrection in every household and fight the battle of the ballot 
after the fashion ..of Mrs. Caudle. -They must not compromise on 
a new dress-or "a. new bonnet nor allow themselves to be cajoled 
with the usual soft solder about sweetness, good . looks and the 
charm of purely feminine accomplishments. 
Above all,, they: must 


convince themselves that .they really-, want and need the ballot. To 
paraphrase the comic opera song, th'ey must want what they want 
when they want it, and that want' must 'be the> ballot. Whenever 
the.female chorus is general and' persistent the flight will be over 
and victory will perch on the bonnets ofJtKe suffragists. 
God 'bless 


them! they can get anything the men. have to gijve even if the men 
have to steal it, only they have got to unite, and know their own 
minds. These are not impossible conditions and we suggest com- 
pliance with them in the spirit of a friend. The brute man is ready 
to 'surrender -whenever a combined siege is laid to him.. Hence we 
advise the ladies to get together and be of one mind in the matter. 
That should 'be easy enough.

Bui 
that did little good when, more than a 
hundred years ago, the 
BrK'.sh East 


India Company began. Introducing opium 
into China from Hindustan, Year after 
year there was con tin ual protest, until in 
1839 the southern mandarins seized and 
destroyed 20,283 chests of Indian opium.- 


In tlie next year the opium war with 


Great Britain began; which exacted an 
indemnity for destroying- the opium and 
fastenod the traffic upon China for a 
long lifetime. . Affaln In, I860, after the 
smaller war of the Pelho forts," the opium 
Importations were legalized by treaty of 
peace;! and this was Britain's own doing 
l£ every sense, for she had taken over 
the East India Company after tho Sepoy 
mutiny. From that day to this tho trafnc 
has ^constantly been icept alive, against 
the protest of China, by British states- 
men who knew well how grave was their 
offenses, simply to gain a little revenue 
for India.- And frorh China, thanks to 
this cynical British 'policy, the vlce_ has 
spread to Singapore, to Manila, to Van- 
couver, to San Francisco, to New .York— 
around the world.

First:. Taie;the receipts 
of a spiral

high overlooking these great• cities, the 
bay and surrounding country, the num- 
ber of our owii people who would patron- 
ize It,- to-which may be added the greater 
portion^of the visitors to, tho exposition. 
Second: The automobiles and all other 
vehicles passing
